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Commissioners’ Report 





To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


Your Commissioners herewith present their re- 
port, together with the report of the Sheriff, Solicitor, 
Clerk of the Court, Jailer and Auditors and the Super- 
intendent, Physician and Chaplain of the County Farm, 
for the year ending December 31, 1929, and a state- 
ment of the financial standing of the County at the 
close of the year. 

During the 1929 session of the General Court of 
New Hampshire the following act was passed: 

“AN ACT Ratifying the Action of the Grafton 
County Delegation Relating to an Appropriation for 
the Grafton County Farm. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE SENATE AND HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES IN GENERAL COURT 
CONVENED: 


1. LEGALIZATION. The vote and action taken 
by the Grafton County Delegation at a meeting held on 
April 10, 1929, on the following resolution be and here- 
by are legalized and confirmed. 

RESOLVED, that the sum of two hundred thou- 
sand dollars is hereby appropriated to provide for the 
construction, equipment and furnishing of a new alms- 
house and additional facilities connected therewith at 
the Grafton County Farm in Haverhill. A committee 
of seven is hereby appointed, said committee to consist 
of the three county commissioners for Grafton County 
and the following members of the county delegation: 
David S. Austin of Waterville, Harry M. Eaton of Lit- 
tleton, Curtis W. Hyde of Lebanon and Olin H. Ren- 
frew of Orford. Said committee is authorized to make 
all the necessary contracts for plans of construction, 
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equipment and furnishing of said almshouse and fa- 
cilities, said sum or such portion thereof as may be 
necessary to be expended under their direction. Said 
committee is further authorized to dispose of existing 
buildings and equipment at said county farm upon the 
most favorable terms available and the proceeds there- 
from shall be applied to carry out the provisions of this 
resolution: provided, however, that such application 
shall not increase the sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars authorized to be expended hereunder. 


The county commissioners are authorized to bor- 
row upon the faith and credit of the county said sum 
of two hundred thousand dollars or any portion thereof 
to carry out the provisions of this resolution and for 
that purpose may issue bonds and notes in the name 
and on behalf of the county at a rate of interest not 
exceeding five per cent. per annum. Such bonds shall 
be designated Grafton County Farm Bonds and, except 
as herein otherwise provided, such bonds and notes 
shall be issued in conformity with the provisions of 
‘Chapters 38 and 59 of the Public Laws. 

2. TAKES EFFECT. This act shall take effect 
upon its passage.” 

The condition of the buildings and the danger of 
a disastrous fire convinced the committee that there 
should be constructed at the earliest possible time a 
mew fireproof building adequate to the needs of the 
«County for the housing of its various dependants. 

After due consideration and study of the require- 
ments, the firm of Wells and Hudson, Hanover, New 
Hampshire, was chosen as architect of the building. 
Plans have been completed and advertised, bids closing 
July 31st. At a meeting held at the Farm August 2nd, 
bids were accepted for the building construction, heat- 
ing, plumbing, lighting, refrigeration and laundry 
totalling $171,465.16. 
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It should be gratifying to inhabitants of our 
County that more than $130,000 of this sum has been 
awarded to Grafton County contractors. 

It has been voted by the Committee to send copies 
of this letter to all members of the 1929 Grafton Coun- 
ty legislative delegation, to the selectmen of the vari- 
ous towns in the County and for publication in the sev- 
eral newspapers in the County. It will be the desire of 
the Committee to furnish from time to time arditional 
news of progress in this work. 

On January 16th the Building Committee met and 
went over the building and found the work on the new 
structure to be progressing very satisfactorily. It is 
expected that it will be ready for occupancy about May 
1; 1930. 


County Farm Bonds 

Invitations for proposals for the purchase of 
$200,000 Coupon County Farm Bonds were sent out 
October 11th by the County Commissioners, to be in 
not later than 7 P. M. Wednesday, November 13, 1929. 
Bidder to name the interest rate not to exceed 5%. No 
bid less than par to be considered. At a meeting of the 
County Commissioners held at Woodsville, New Hamp- 
shire November 18, 1929, the following bid from Har- 
ris, Forbes & Co., was received: If issued bearing in- 
terest at the rate of 434,.%, we bid you $98.64 and ac- 
crued interest. If issued bearing interest at the rate 
of 5% we bid you $100.65 and accrued interest. 

ORDERED, that the said proposal of Harris, 
Forbes & Co., Inc., at $100.65 and accrued interest for 
bonds bearing interest at the rate of 5% be and the 
same hereby accepted. Bonds to be dated Nov. 1, 1929 
and payable $11,000 thereof November 1, 1931 to 1940, 
inclusive, and $10,000 Nov. 1, 1941 to 1949 inclusive. 
Denomination $1,000. Interest payable semi-annually 
May Ist and Nov. Ist. 
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Due to the dry weather in 1929, the water supply 
during the summer and fall was practically exhausted 
The present water system is composed of a reservoir, 
an artesian well equipped with an electric pump, a pipe 
line from the river with electric pump, and a spring 
for drinking purposes. In 1929 the flood changed the 
course of the river and during the season there was 
very little water at the inlet. The dry weather of the 
past season has left the supply almost nil, so it will be 
necessary to secure additional water from some other 
source. The commissioners have conferred with the 
Water Commissioners of Woodsville Water District in 
regard to connecting with their water system, but as 
yet no definite arrangements have been made. 


The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Earl Andrews for the faithful and ef- 
ficient manner in which they performed their duties as 
Superintendent and Matron of the County Farm. 


The Commissioners further wish to extend their 
thanks to the various county and town officers and all 
others for their assistance in carrying on the work of 
the County. 

The Commissioners extend to the people of Graf- 
ton County and the public in general a hearty and sin- 
cere invitation to visit and inspect the Grafton County 
Farm. The former are especially urged to do so, as it 
is their farm and an institution in which they alone 
should be interested.

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A discussion by Alba H. Carpenter of Bridgewater 
was had regarding repairs to Union Bridge—whether 
a part of maintenance should be paid by Grafton Coun- 
ty.

Mr. Rogers suggested that the Commissioners re- 
quest the Tax Commission to furnish an accountant to 
help in arranging a more complete system of account- 
ing for county finances. 


The matter of a new building was introduced and 
free discussion followed, but no action was taken. 
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A splendid dinner was served the Committee at 
the Farm.

The Executive Committee met in Room 156 in the 
afternoon. 

It was voted not to recommend an increase in the 
salaries of the County Commissioners. 

The Committee voted to recommend the follow- 
ing, upon the motion of Mr. Blandin: 

We, the Executive Committee of the Grafton 
County Delegation, after a rather superficial examina- 
tion of your buildings in Haverhill, have reached the 
following conclusion: 


While the paupers are undoubtedly made comfor- 
table, that is, are well fed, and well cared for, and can 
continue to be in the old buildings, we do not feel that 
it is humane to allow the present state of affairs to go 
on. The buildings are old, rambling, with narrow stair- 
ways, so that it would be absolutely impossible to re- 
move the inmates in case of fire without very serious 
loss of life. 

Therefore, we recommend that new buildings be 
erected, said buildings not to cost in excess of $200,000. 
We recommend that a committee of five be appointed 
by the delegation to work in conjunction with the coun- 
ty commissioners for the erection of these buildings; 
the committee as above composed to arrange for sale 
of bonds and look after the general financing of the 
matter.

United States Senator Henry W. Keyes was pres- 
ent at the meeting and upon invitation addressed the 
Delegation briefly. 

Miss A. N. Camp reported on the extension service 
for women. 

Grafton County Agent, W. Ross Wilson, reported 
on the agricultural work of the past two years. He gave 
a brief summary of the boys and girls department. 

Homer Smith of Monroe, Past President of the 
Association spoke of the value of Farm Bureau work. 

EK. P. Richardson, State Agricultural Agent, of 
Durham, spoke briefly. Mr. Rogers questioned Mr. 
Richardson about cows, also price and yield of potatoes. 
A free discussion followed. 

Chairman Thayer introduced the matter of the 
County budget recommended by the Commissioners. 

Dr. Drake read an original poem. 

On motion of Dr. Drake, seconded by Mr. Farn- 
ham, it was voted that the sum of $7,000. be appro- 
priated for the year 1929 for the continuance of the 
Farm Bureau work. 
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On the motion of Mr. Perkins, seconded by Mr. 
Burns, it was voted that the same amount be appro- 
priated for the year 1930. 

Commissioner Pushee answered questions on the 
county budget. 

On motion made by Mrs. Ferguson, seconded by 
Mr. Rogers, it was voted that a committee be appointed 
to find out why the Plymouth Court House is not used 
more and if it is not intended to use said Court House 
to find out if County cannot dispose of same. 

The Chairman appointed the following Cornmit- 
tee: Mr. Ross, Mr. Huckins of Plymouth, and Mr. 
Rogers. Mr. Rogers moved, seconded by Mr. Tuxbury, 
that we do not appropriate the money called for in the 
budget for the repair of Plymouth Court House. Dis- 
cussion followed. Mr. Rogers withdrew his motion. 
On motion made by Mr. Ross seconded by Mr. Avery, 
it was voted that $500. be appropriated for the year 
1929 for the repair on Plymouth Court House. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Tuxbury seconded by Mr. Rogers, it was 
voted that $500. be appropriated for like purpose for 
year 1930. 


Mr. Rogers spoke on Court costs. 

Mr. Hyde of Lebanon moved that we rescind the 
vote whereby the appropriation for repairs to Ply- 
mouth Court House be cut and that the full amount be 
granted by the Delegation and it was so voted. 

Mr. Rogers moved that the amount of $12,500. be 
raised to take care of notes, and it was so voted. 

On motion of Mr. Rogers the Delegation voted to 
appropriate $117,500. for the year 1929, and it was vot- 
ed upon the motion of Mr. Renfrew, that the Delega- 
tion raise $117,500.00 for the year 1930 which includes 
the money asked for in the budget plus the $12,500.00 
to care for the notes.

Mr. Rogers asked Mr. Thayer to retire, which he 
did. Whereupon Mr. Rogers brought up the matter of 
Secretary to the State Board of Charities, and suggest- 
ed that the name of F. Earl Thayer for Secretary of 
the State Board of Charities be recommended by the 
Grafton County Delegation. No formal action was 
taken. 
It was voted to have a get together meeting with 
a banquet and invite the wives of the members to be 
present. Mr. Rogers, Mr. Renfrew and Mr. Ross were 
appointed as a committee to attend to this matter.

Mr. Ross moved and Mr. Blan- 
din seconded that the committee of five with the three 
commissioners should compose the building committee 
and that this committee should select their own chair- 
man. It was so voted. There was some further dis- 
cussion as to raise in Commissioners’ salaries. No ac- 
tion was taken. 
On motion of Mr. Blandin it was voted to adjourn.

The Grafton County Delegation met in room 100 
at 3:30 Tuesday afternoon, April 9, 1929. 

Chairman Thayer explained the need of a new 
County Building and felt that the delegation should 
support the vote taken March 19th. Mr. Blandin stated 
that he felt there was no opposition to the building but 
that the vote was not taken in a proper manner, and 
that the vote taken at the March 19th meeting should 
be rescinded and a new vote in proper form should be 
taken and recorded in case of need to raise money by 
a bond issue. 

Mr. Ward asked to have a roll call and the follow-

Mr. Renfrew offered the following motion: That 
all votes taken by the Grafton County Delegation re- 
lating to the erection of a new building at the Grafton 
County Farm be hereby rescinded. Motion seconded. 
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Some discussion followed. ‘I'he vote was unanimous 
in the affirmative on the above motion. 

Mr. Blandin suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to go over the whole matter of a building and 
bring in a report at a subsequent meeting. Previous 
to the election of such a committee he suggested that 
the sense of the Delegation be taken whether they still 
felt that a new building should be erected or improve- 
ments made at the County Farm. He explained in some 
detail the financial situation. There was some discus- 
sion on the question as to whether the Delegation 
would favor some form of improvement at the County 
Farm. The vote was 22 in the affirmative and 6 in the 
negative. 

Mr. Blandin moved that a committee be nominated 
by the Delegation to bring in reports on the situation 
and motions in proper form to be acted upon by the 
Delegation tomorrow. Seconded. It was a unanimous 
vote in the affirmative. Mr. Colby nominated Mr. Blan- 
din; Mr. Tuxbury nominated Mr. Merrill and Mr. Ward. 
Mr. Blandin, Mr. Merrill and Mr. Ward were elected. 

There being no further business it was voted to 
adjourn to meet after the afternoon session, tomorrow, 
April 10, 1929.

A committee 
of seven is hereby appointed, said committee to consist 
of the three county commissioners for Grafton County 
and the following members of the county delegation: 
David S. Austin of Waterville, Harry M. Eaton of Lit- 
tleton, Curtis W. Hyde of Lebanon and Olin H. Renfrew 
of Orford. Said committee is authorized to make all 
the necessary contracts for plans of construction, 
equipment and furnishing of said almhouse and fa- 
cilities, said sum or such portion thereof as may be ne- 
cessary to be expended under their direction. Said 
committee is further authorized to dispose of existing 
buildings and equipment at said county farm upon the 
most favorable terms available and the proceeds there- 
from shall be applied to carry out the provisions of this 
resolution; provided, however, that such application 
shall not increase the sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars authorized to be expended hereunder. 

The County commissioners are authorized to bor- 
row upon the faith and credit of the county said sum of 
two hundred thousand dollars or any portion thereof 
to carry out the provisions of this resolution and for 
that purpose may issue bonds and notes in the name 
and on behalf of the county at a rate of interest not 
exceeding five per cent. per annum. Such bonds shall 
be designated Grafton County Farm Bonds and, except 
as herein otherwise provided, such bonds and notes 
shall be issued in conformity with the provisions of 
chapters 38 and 59 of the Public Laws.”’ 

Some discussion followed. 
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Mr. Avery moved that the report of the Special 
Committee be accepted and plans be presented to the 
Grafton County Delegation of the 1931 Session. Mo- 
tion seconded by Mr. Holmes. Discussion followed. 
Mr. Avery withdrew his motion. 

Mr. Avery moved that any building program be 
indefinitely postponed. Further discussion. Mr. Avery 
withdrew his motion. 

Chairman Thayer read a letter of protest from the 
Selectmen of Dorchester. 

Mr. Blandin presented the following table of in- 
terest which would be payable on the proposed bond 
issue: 

Proposed Bond Issue For Grafton County 

$200,000—20 year serial, bonds at 5%. $10,000 
payable yearly with interest. Average rate year for 
$10,000 payment with interest will be .00027%. 
This will cost the taxpayer .27 on $1,000 valuation per 
year—.54 on $2,000 valuation per year—$1.35 on $5,000 
valuation per year—$2.70 on $10,000 valuation per 
year—$5.40 on $20,000 valuation per year. 


The Chair invited Harold K. Davison, President of 
the Senate to express his opinion. Senator Davison 
spoke in favor of a committee that should make a 
thorough study of the needs at the County Farm. He 
felt the delegation should rely on a report of such a 
committee. 

Mr. Blandin moved that the report of the Special 
Committee be accepted and adopted. Motion seconded 
by Mr. Austin and a roll call was asked for. The fol- 
lowing members voted in the affirmative: Huckins of 
Ashland, Blandin, Ferrin, Ferguson, Fairburn, Tux- 
bury, Ward, Burns, Farnham, Briggs, Drake, Ross, 
Merrill, Eaton of Littleton, Harris, Lyster, Perkins, 
Renfrew, Bell, MacLinn, Austin, and Colby.

Selectmen of Town and Overseers 
of the Poor 





Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 1908: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding his 
death shall be entitled to recover from the estate of 
such persons the sum or sums paid out for such as- 
sistance, the said claim to be a preferred claim against 
his said estate after payment of funeral charges, ex- 
pense of last sickness and expenses of administration, 
provided he leaves no widow or minor children living at 
his decease. , 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless he, or the person under whom 
he derives his settlement, shall have wholly gained a 
settlement therein during the ten years preceding the 
last date of application for support provided that no 
person having a settlement in any town in this state 
upon arriving at the age of seventy years shall lose 
that settlement on account of being exempt by law 
from paying a poll tax, if he resides in said town.” 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110, Following 
SECTION 6 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect 
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the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such 
person or family while in quarantine in such manner 
as in the judgment of the board may be deemed wise 
and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board may determine, shall be 
deemed a legitimate expenditure for the protection of 
the public health and shall be charged to the account 
of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper 
account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quaran- 
tined and assisted unless such person or persons are 
already paupers as defined by the Public Statutes.

In accordance with Chapter 30, Section 1, Public 
Statutes, the Superintendent of the County Farm shall 
make up his report to January 1 annually, also Section 
2 of said Chapter requires that the Superintendent’s 
report shall contain, in addition, a list of paupers actu- 
ally supported at the Farm and the number of weeks 
each was supported; also a statement of the average 
cost per week for each pauper with an explanation of 
the basis upon which said calculations were made. 


The whole number of persons supported and par- 
tially supported for the year ending December 31, 1929 
was 168. The number of weeks board is ascertained by 
taking the number of days between the day of admis- 
sion and the day of departure of each individual and 
dividing that number by seven which gives total num- 
ber of weeks each was supported. 


The whole cost of supporting paupers at the Farm 
for the year ending December 31, 1929 was $31,415.47. 
This sum divided by the whole number of weeks fur- 
nished, 4094 weeks, 5 days, gives $7.68 plus, as price 
per week. 


This year, though an unusually busy one, has 
passed pleasantly, and I take this opportunity to thank 
the Commissioners, Chaplain, Physician and Employees 
for their co-operation. Friends from the outside, have 
sent in many contributions consisting of ice cream, 
candy, fruit, flowers and magazines. More entertain- 
ments than usual have been brought to us, and the 
young people have continued to furnish music. All has 
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been gratefully received and has helped to make this 
last year in the old house one of our best.
